soil grains of the average cultivated 
field are so minute that in the upper 
four feet there is enough surface to 
cover from one to sixteen acres for 
each square foot of surface cultivated. 
Our readers, therefore, will see the 
necessity of thorough tillage in order 
that the soil may have water-holding 
capacity. 

This simple statement of fact will 
enable them to understand quite a 
number of things that happen on the 
farm. For example, the more thorough- 
ly cultivated the corn field, the more 
moisture it will hold because the more 
finely and thoroughly the corn field is

the condition described as the mulch 
dry dirt. When the farmer culti- 
vates his corn in a dry time, whether 
he has that object in view or not, the 
real thing that he does is to make the 
mulch so light and loose that capilar- 
ity can not occur on the surface, and 
hence he prevents the moisture from 
below from passing out in the atmos- 
phere and being wasted. This is good 
correct science, and good 


of 


sense 
farming. 
Now that corn planting time has 
come, he must not do the foolish 
thing of planting his corn in this dust 
mulch, but below it. That is, he must 
plant his corn on the surface of the 
moisture and not in the dust mulch. 
He must plant his corn where there is 
enough moisture surrounding the soil 
grains to enable the corn to take it 
up, and if he can not do this con- 
veniently then he must press with a 


| roller or float, or use pressure in some 
other way, to bring these soil grains 
so closely around the seed that it can 
absorb the moisture and germinate. 
This is what we mean by having a 
solid bottom to the seed bed. This is 
why we insist on cultivating oats 
stubble in the fall until it has a solid 
bottom in which the wheat can ger- 
minate. This is the reason why we 
insist on diskirg corn land in the 
spring before sowing oats. You want 
by the disking to create a dust mulch 
and then get your oats at the bottom 
of the mulch and on top of the soil 
where the grains are so _ closely 
pressed together that they can pump 
up water from the subsoil as the wick 
takes up oil in the lamp. This is the 
reason why in old times, when the 
corn was covered with a hoe, the good 
farmer insisted that the man with the 








spaces between the grains are filled up, 
plants will not grow at all for lack of 
soil air, lack of breathing capacity, so 
to speak. Bear in mind that when the 
soil is too loose on top, it dries out; 
that you form this loose condition on 
top in growing corn for the purpose 
of shutting off capillary action at the 
surface. Study these things out care- 
fully and it will save you many thou- 
sands of dollars in the course of a 
lifetime. Figure it out for yourself 
just kow plants grow, how water 
exists in the soil, how it must be 
handled so that plants can get it, and 
you have got hold of the first essen- 
tial principle in all good farming. 





FLAX FOR FIBER. 


It may be interesting to our read- 
ers to know that in Michigan farmers 
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| hoe should put his foot on the top of 


| the hill or else press it down with 
| the hoe. This is the reason the good 
| wife presses the earth with the back 
| of the spade around the fine seeds 
| which she has planted. 

Bear these things in mind when 
| planting corn. Do not plant your 


corn in the dust, but plant it on the 
moisture just under the dust and deep 
enough to get it there. If there is any 
doubt about it, then either roll it or 
| gO over it with a float so as to press 
| the soil grains around the corn and 
| give it moisture at the start. 
| 


This is the reason why men harrow 
their winter wheat in the spring, to 
| create a dust mulch and shut off cap- 
| illary action on the surface and allow 
the water to rise up from below where 
the roots can get at it. The reason 
| why so many wheat fields have winter 
killed was not so much from the se- 
drying out of the 
| soil from being too loose; that is, 
| from the lack of a properly prepared 
| seed bed last fall. 

Bear in mind these few facts: That 
all plants to grow must have moisture; 
that this moisture does not lie in a 
| good soil in the spaces between the 
| soil grains, but on their surface; that 

when land is so full of water that the 


| vere weather as the 
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are growing flax for fiber as well as 
for seed. According to the Crop Re- 
porter there are six flax mills in that 
state, utilizing about 4,000 tons of flax 
annually and paying farmers $10 per 
ton for the flax straw delivered at 
the factory, the yield being in good 
seasons about two tons per acre. 

This flax is drilled in at the rate 
of five pecks per acre, is pulled by 
hand, tied into small bundles, and de- 
livered to the factory without thrash- 
ing. At the factory the seed is first 
thrashed in the straw without unty- 
ing, and yields about five bushels per 
ton or ten bushels per acre. It is then 
dew retted; that is, spread on the 
ground to be rotted by the action of 
rain, then broken, scotched, and 
hatcheled after the manner of our 
forefathers. The finest portion of the 
fiber is shipped to eastern factories to 
be manufactured into linen cloth and 
thread, and the tow into crash towel- 
ings and coarse cloth. 

It is estimated that there are a 
thousand people employed in this new 
industry in Michigan. The Crop Re- 
porter states that there is not the 
slightest danger of over-production, in 
which we concur so long as it is 
profitable to grow so many other crops 
which require less “back action.”

THE SUPREME VALUE OF SOIL 
MOISTURE. 


We have had a good deal to say on 
this subject of late and return to it 
now simply to emphasize what we 
have said before. In our trip through 
Kansas, about the 19th of May, we 
noticed that the wheat in the west- 
ern, third of the state was thin and 
only from five to eight inches in 
height. In that same section of coun- 
try Mr. Campbell has been applying 
what is known as the Campbell system 
pf soil culture for two years past. 
His method is to plow the land seven 
inches deep and go over each half 
day’s plowing with the subsurface 
packer and follow with the harrow, 
thus getting a solid bottom to the 
furrow slice and maintaining a mulch 
of dry dirt on top. The harrowing 
is repeated after each heavy rain and 
after the wheat is planted it is gone 
over with a light harrow or weeder 
after a rain, and especially in the 
spring when the wheat commences to 
stool. When the wheat is harvested, 
the ground is gone over the same day, 
if possible, with a disk harrow for 
the purpose of forming a dust blanket 
and conserving the moisture. 

What, then, are the results? On soil 
treated in this way, the wheat was 
reported to be, at the time of our 
visit, from 20 to 22 inches high, with 
a uniform stand, and really too thick 
for the best results, actual counts 
showing from 80 to 100 stalks to the 
linear foot in the drilled row. This 
is the more remarkable from the fact 
that the seed was sown at the rate or 
but half a bushel per acre. As mucn 
as 36 bushels per acre was grown ou 
this farm last year by the adoption of 
this method. 

It is not necessary, in order to se- 
cure the same results, east of the 
Mississippi that the farmer should use 
a subsurface packer. The tools be has 
on hand will be all sufficient if he will 
only use them. For example, last 
spring we urged our readers to har- 
row their wheat. Why? For two rea- 
sons: To give the grass seeds an 
opportunity of germinating, which 
they can not do if sown on the dry 
surface, and to form a dust mulch and 
thus prevent the loss of moisture 
which went on at a fearful rate every 
day during the month of April. 

On our own fields we first triea 
the Hallock weeder. This did finely 
where there was no alkali in the son, 
but where an excessive amount of at- 
kali had increased the surface tension 
and formed a hard crust, we founa 
that nothing would break it up ex- 
cept a heavy harrow. Our neighbors 
thought we were ruining the wheat, 
of course; nevertheless, it was a ben- 
efit and secured a good stand of clover, 
at least for the time being, whicn 
would have been utterly impossible 
had we not harrowed the wheat so 
theronghly as to uproot about one- 
tenth of it. 

There is a fearful waste of soil 
moisture going on just now all over 
the country. Farmers imagine that 
they have moisture to spare. They 
May or may not. As we have often 
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said heretofore, without more than 
the ordinary rainfall they will need 
to conserve every drop, and this can 
be done only by keeping the harrow, 
cultivator, or weeder going and main- 
taining the mulch of dry dirt on the 
corn field. 





RAPE ON CORN LAND. 

A Fayette county, Ohio, correspond- 
ent writes: 

“Will rape sown on rich corn land 
before the last plowing of corn come 
on and make a fair amount of sheep 
pasture after the corn is cut and put 
in shock? This on twenty-five acres 
of rich bottom land well drained. 
What amount of sheep pasture is it 
likely to make after the corn is cut? 
How should it be sown and what 
amount of seed per acre?” 

The amount of feed that will be 
furnished will be inversely in propor- 
tion to the corn crop. Our experience 
with rape in this line is that where a 
50-bushel crop of corn is grewn, the 
rape does not make much progress un- 
til after the corn is cut off. Where a 
hill is missing it will make very cou- 
siderable growth, and where a slough 
runs through the field and the corn 
has been drowned out, it will make a 
very heavy growth. We would advise 
sowing it, as the cost of the seed 1s 
not much over 25 cents per acre and 
it is worth this to keep down weeds 
and worth more than this for the 
pasture to be turnished, even with ua 
very heavy corn crop. Ours grows 
about four inches high in thick corn, 
up to a foot, but after the corn is cut 
off will make a very considerable 
growth. Under the circumstances we 
could not form any estimate as to the 
amount of sheep pasture it would 
make. 





SOAK CORN FOR FEEDING STEERS 


An Iowa correspondent writes: 

“I am feeding a load of cattle on 
grass. They do not eat very well. Will 
it be better to soak the corn? If I 
soak it will I need to shell it, or can 
I soak it in the ear?” 

It is usually better to soak corn to 
feed to cattle on grass. If we were 
feeding cattle on grass, we would feed 
but.once a day and that in the evening. 
It is not necessary to shell the corn. 
We would have a tight wagon box that 
would hold one feed and after feeding 
in the evening we would fill up the 
bed with corn, take it to the windmill 
and fill it up with water. If, when 
the weather became very warm, this 
would sour in soaking twenty-four 
hours, we would not turn on the water 
until morning, giving it just whatever 
time is required to soak it up properly 
and still keep sweet. 

The question may be asked: Why 
feed in the evening? Because we wish 
to get all the benefit of the grass we 
can. Therefore, we would feed only 
once a day and that in the evening 
when the cattle have already filled 
themselves with grass. If, however, 
the weather became very warm and 
the flies bad, we believe it would be 
well to feed the grain in the morning 
leave the cattle in a dark barn all day 
and let them graze at night. Feeding 
once a day is sufficient. 





ALFALFA IN ILLINOIS. 


A correspondent of Ogle county, IIli- 
nois, writes that he has a four acre 
field of alfalfa, sown this spring on 
ground that has been in potatoes two 
years, that is now four inches high 
with a good deal of foxtail growing 
with it. He wishes to know whether 
the foxtail will injure the alfalfa and 
if he can count on a seed crop this 
fall. He also wishes to know how to 
handle it as it is a new thing in that 
part of the country and he is merely 
experimenting with it. The soil is 
good corn land with clay subsoil and 
water can be found at 100 feet in 
depth. He wishes to know whether 
it would do to pasture the alfalfa the 
latter part of the season or whether 
it would be better to mow it. 

Do not pasture it and do not try 
to take a seed crop this year. Mow 
it as soon as the alfalfa begins to 
bloom and convert both the alfalfa and 
foxtail into hay. He should have a 
second crop of alfalfa quite clear of 
foxtail this fall, which we also advise 
him to use as a hay crop. If there 
should be a third cutting four or five 
inches high, let it stand. 

Why do we advise this course? 
First, alfalfa has been so accustomed 
to having its head cut off from the 
time it is in bloom, from the time of 





Daniel and Belshazzar down to the 
present, that it naturally expects it 
and does not do well without it. 

Second, it is ready for the cutting; 
the foxtail is not. The alfalfa and 
foxtail together will make very good 
hay, and the alfalfa will throw out 
buds at the root, stool out, and 
smother the foxtail out if this course 
is followed. This is the theory of h. 

The practice of those who have 
grown alfalfa in Iowa is in entire ac- 
cordance with this theory and, there- 
fore, while we have had no experi- 
ence, but simply observation, we have 
no hesitation in recommending this 
course. 





THE USE AND ABUSE OF COMMER- 
CIAL FERTILIZERS. 

When in California recently we 
were surprised to find that almost 
every orange grower was a large buyer 
of commercial fertilizers. We were 
equally surprised to find that as a 
rule their buying was experimental. 
They did not know what element was 
lacking and were buying complete 
fertilizers without knowing which one 
of the three great elements of fertil- 
ity was missing. We found further- 
more that they were buying nitrogen 
at fifteen cents per pound instead of 
drawing it from the atmosphere by 
growing legumes. We were not sur- 
prised at this because the problem of 
growing legumes in an Crange orchard 
is a very difficult one to solve. 

We have reason to believe that those 
who buy commercial fertilizers in the 
eastern and southern states are doing 
about the same thing; that is, buying 
at random, buying whatever the agent 
of the fertilizer will recommend, and 
he will generally recommend what he 
has to seli. We have advised our 
readers in lowa and adjcining states 
for years that they need have no 1n- 
terest in commercial fertilizers at pres- 
ent, nor need they ever if they will 
cease squandering the natural fertil- 
ity of the soil which the Creater has 
prepared fcr them in the thousands of 
years preceding. There are, however, 
some of our subscribers around the 
edges of our field who may be more or 
less interested in commercial fertil- 
izers, and to them we take the liberty 
of saying a few words. 

Tne essential elements of fertility 
in the soil, as they all know, are pot- 
ash, phosphoric acid, and nitrogen in 
their various combinations with the 
soil elements. All plants require these 
in various proportion. No soil can 
utilize any of these unless it is prop- 
erly supplied with humus or partially 
decomposed vegetable matter. There- 
fore, the mistake which most users o? 
commercial fertilizers make is by de- 
priving their soil of humus by con- 
stant cultivation, thus completing the 
iecomposition of the heretofore par- 
tially decomposed vegetable matter. It 
will, therefore, be of no use for them 
to buy fertilizers at all unless first 
they secure the proper amount of 
humus in their soils. The experience 
of men who have used these fertilizers 
show that they can be used profitably 
only when in connection with some 
sort of vegetable matter, whether it be 
barn yard manure, green crops, Or 
clover. We can readily conceive of 
soils that might be benefitted by com- 
mercial fertilizers, but it would be 
soils that are exceedingly rich lm 
humus and in nitrogen but lacking in 
potash, phosphoric acid, or both. We 
believe there are black prairie soils 
full of humus and nitrogen that might 
be greatly benefitted by the applica- 
tion of whatever other element might 
be lacking. 

As we have stated repeatedly, we be- 
lieve the low price of lands all over 
the east is due not to the lack of pot- 
ash or phosphoric acid, or even nitro- 
gen, for these soils on analysis show 
no depreciation, but because they have 
allowed the humus content of their 
soils to be decreased; in fact, have 
decreased it by their persistent selling 
off of not only grain but of hay and 
straw. Now, it is vain for these peo- 
ple to hope to bring back their lanas 
to their original fertility by any 
amount of commercial fertilizers. They 
must first get back the humus, and 
when this is in over-abundant supply 
it will then be time to ask whether 
the soil needs potash or phosphoric 
acid and then supply it. The finest 
crop of potatoes that we ever saw 
grow out of the ground were grown 
last year in Scotland on Lord Rose- 
berry’s estate and with a liberal use of 
commercial fertilizers but in connec- 
tion with a plentiful supply of vege- 
table matter. 

If the farmer on the prairie of the 
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west will simply adopt a right me 
of farming and keep up the ne

humus, he will not need sn Doe 
fertilizers for a hundred years .o come 
it in fact he ever needs them. jt will 
be vain for him to use them now at 


the present prices of grain as the fer- 
tilizers will cost him more than the 
value of the grain crop. The time will 
come, however, when he wil] be 


to use them, and wken that Gus ane 
come he will use them like his east. 
ern and California brethren, most 
likely, unintelligently until he learns 
the necessity of humus for growing 
crops whether he grows them with 


commercial fertilizers or without 





THE PLACE FOR RAPE. 

An Edgington, Illinois, correspond- 
ent writes us that he thinks of gow. 
ing thirty acres to millet for feeg 
about June 5th and wishes to know 
if rape would do well sown with it, 

Of course. This leads us to sug- 
gest once more the place where rape 
can be profitable sown. It may be 
sown early in the spring for hog pas- 
ture in small areas around about the 


buildings either with or without oats 
or some other spring grain, prefer- 


ably without unless some early feed 
is wanted, in which case a bushel of 
oats to the acre may be sown witn 
it, as the hogs will eat the oats first 
and thus give the rape a chance to 
grow. 


It may be sown with spring grain 
as a feed for sheep or cattle other 
than milk cows after the grain crop 
has been removed. It is not safe a- 


ways to sow it with the grain, as in 
case there should be a deficient stand 
of grain the rape will grow so rank 


as to interfere with the cutting; or, 
if lodging should follow, before the 
grain is ripe, the rape will come -up 
through and destroy the crop. The 
better way is to drill in all small 
grains (and the sooner we all come 
to use drills the better) and then 
after the grains are well up, say twu 
or three inches- high, sow your rape 
and harrow it, thus cultivating the 


grain and giving it a chance to keep 
out of the way of the rape. This, o! 
course, would not do where it is in- 
tended to seed down to grass with the 
grain. 

Rape may be sown with corn at the 
last plowing, and particularly with 
early corn of the small varieties. It 
will not do much in corn of 50 bushels 


or over until after the frost kills the 
blades; then it will make considerable 
growth, but it is worth sowing if for 
nothing else than the purpose of keep- 
ing down the weeds. Of course it can 
not be sown in corn which is intended 


to be foJlowed with winter wheat or 
rye. 

Rape may be sown in the southeru 
part of our territory for fall pasture 
on winter wheat or rye stubble pro- 
vided there is sufficient moisture in 
the ground to germinate it. The 
proper method would be to disk as 


soon as the grain is in shock with- 
out waiting for stacking or thrashing, 
and then in two or three days after- 
wards follow with the seeding, cover- 
ing the rape deep enough to secure 
germination: from one-half to an inch 
will be sufficient en disked ground. 
This will give good fall feed for sheep 
or cattle. 

We make this statement at this late 
date in the season in order to group 
together what we have taught on this 
subject for the last two years. 





KILLING LOCUSTS.

“I have a patch that I have been 
trying to kill by plowing and tending 
the ground, and the more I plow the 
thicker they get. Please tell me the 
best way to destroy it.” 

Locust is one of the hardest plants 
to kill. The only way we know of is 
to grub it out root and branch. If 
our readers can give us any informa- 
tion on this subject, we will be glad 
to hear from them.

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THE FENCE QUESTION ON THE 
RANGE. 


The live stock breeders of the mid- 
dle west have a much larger interest 
in the lease question and the fence 
tion now agitating the range than 
they perhaps realize. As is well 
known, the better portions of the 
range are all fenced up. The most of 
this is public land and will continue 
to be for all time to come as it is fit 
only for pasturage. Congress has en- 
acted a law making it illegal to fence 
in these government ranges, and the 
secretary of the interior has ordered 
the fences to come down by July Ist. 
If this order should be enforced it 
means several things: 

First, that the owners of these areas 
now fenced in will not care to buy im- 
proved bulls to range over a whole 
state. They have been among the 
largest and best buyers in the im- 
proved stock districts for many years, 
and the shutting off of this market 
will strike very close to the breeders 
of improved cattle. 

Second, the men who are loaning 
money on cattle in these fenced pas- 
tures and have mortgages on the same 
will be very apt to call in their funds. 
It is entirely safe for the banker to 
take a mortgage on cattle in a fenced 
range and under the supervision of 
the owner or his employees, but it is 
an entirely different matter to take 
mortgages on cattle that may roam 
during the year anywhere between 
Texas and Montana. If they should 
call in their loans, there will be noth- 
ing left but for these cattle to be 
shipped on to the market before their 
time and this will necessarily demor- 
alize to a greater or less extent the 
stocker and feeder markets through- 
out the entire country. 

All this danger might be avoided it 
any agreement could be reached on 
the proposition of leasing the public 
lands to cattle men. There has been 
a suspicion, and perhaps well-ground- 
ed, that the packing houses, or the 
beef combination, has had an_inter- 
est in securing the leasing of these 
lands at a low rate to large companies 
in which they are directly interested, 
thus shutting out the homesteader. 
There is also a large amount of mis- 
in-ormation concerning the value of 
ths arid land. There is very much 
of it of which it would require about 
640 acres to support a grasshopper. 
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There are millions of acres on the low 
levels between the mountain ranges 
which are not capable of sustaining 


any amount of live stock, whatever. 
Riding the.other day from the Needles 
on the Colorado river on the line be- 
tween California and Arizona, we 


were interested in studying the ca- 
pacity of the desert to support live 
stock. For a long distance no live 
stock of any kind whatever could be 
seen. As we passed into the some- 
what higher lands, a few droves of 
mustang ponies were visible. Highe: 


still we began to strike Angora goats; 
next bands of sheep and goats mixed; 
higher up still, cattle and sheep. In 
fact, the lands below the 4,000-foot 
level and between the mountain ranges 
nave no value whatever. It requires 
fi'teen acres of fairly good arid land 


east of the mountains te support ua 
steer. It requires On an average 
thirty acres in Wyoming; in other 


Sections, forty, fifty, and sixty acres 
to support a steer the year around. It 
will be seen, therefore, that from two 
to five cents per acre is about all that 
the most of these lands are worth. 
From the eastern range of the Rocky 
mountains “down to the Kansas line 
the lands become more valuable be- 
cause having a greater amount of 
moisture. 

It should be understood quite clearly 
that there is no, land in all that sec- 
tion from which a homesteader can 
obtain a living on 160 acres unless he 
is able to irrigate ten or fifteen acres 
of it. Therefore, our homestead laws 
need to-be radically changed when we 
rome to apply them in that section. 
It would require about two sections 
of the best of range lands in Kansas 
and Nebraska to support a family as 
well as 160 or even 80 acres of the 
prairie lands of Towa, eastern Kansas, 
or Nebraska. Sooner or later we 
must lease these lands and thus avoid 
the strife between the sheep and the 
eattle men and the appalling loss of 
life resulting each year. 

_ Probably there is no better way 
than to go ahead and enforce the law, 
taking down the fences, and thus 
compelling a speedy settlement of this 
lease question which lies at the bot- 
tom of the fence question. The tak- 
Mg down of the fences will 
many thousands of converts to the 
System of leasing, and sooner or later 


make: 
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a system will be devised which while 
doing justice to the smaller farmers 
who have lined the streams clear to 
the Rocky mountains will at the same 
time allow the great national pas- 
tures to be used without being abused. 

A law looking in this direction has 
been recently proposed, the first sec- 
tion of which makes it unlawful to 
graze live stock on the public land 
without permission from the secretary 
of agriculttre. 

The second section authorizes him 
to make such rules and regulations as 
will tend to prevent the destruction of 
natural grasses on these pasture 
lands. 

Section three authorizes him to per- 
mit the grazing of live stock under 
such restriction and rules as he may 
deem proper and necessary and 
charge a fee sufficient to cover the 
cost of supervision. This, we might add, 
is putting the price entirely too low, 
as these national pastures should fur- 
nish sufficient revenue not merely to 
cover the cost of supervision but to 
provide for the storage of storm wat- 
ers on the forest and other areas in 
the mountains and thus provide for a 
national system of irrigation. 

Section four provides for the orga- 
nization of resident stock owners and 
enlisting their services to secure the 
observance of the rules of the depart- 
ment. 

Section five provides for the pre- 
ference of actual resident stock owners 
in granting grazing privileges and 
also for the permission to outsiders to 
graze for one year only, while section 
six provides that nothing in this act 
shall be construed to limit, abridge, 
or amend the homestead act in any 
way. 

This seems to us at this distance to 
be a move in-the right direction and 
provides a way out of the present dif- 
ficulties. The entire live stock inter- 
ests of the country and the meat con- 
suming interests as well are deeply 
interested in this permanent settle- 
ment of the range problem. 





UNCLE SAM AND THE PACKERS. 


On the last Tuesday of May the gov- 
ernment procured a temporary injunc- 
tion against the six leading packing 
houses of Chicago and the west re- 
training them from agreeing together 
to advance or depress the prices of 
live stock in the yards; from agree- 
ing on a fixed scale of prices for the 
different classes of their products in 
the markets in the United States; and 
from receiving rebates on the rail- 
road lines of the country. Other 
points are covered by this injunction, 
but these are the principal ones. The 
packing houses made no resistance 
but allowed the injunction, issued by 
Judge Grosscup and modified by him- 
self so as to make it more effective. 

Whether this injunction will be 
made permanent or not depends on 
the decision of the court if the ques- 
tion ever comes up for trial on its 
merits. Whether the packers will 
open up the question and either de- 
mur, claiming that they have the 
right to do the things charged, or 
answer and attempt to deny that they 
are guilty, as charged, depends of 
course on the packers themselves. It 
would be a good thing for the general 
public if the present injunction was 
made permanent and further agita- 
tion of the subject thereby stopped, 
the public having already secured 
temporarily all that could possibly be 
realized after a trial extending over 
several years, probably a long time 
could be finally decided in the supreme 
court of the United States court of 
highest resort. 

The whole object of the injunction, 
of course, is to compel packers to 
compete and thus let supply and de- 
mand govern the market. The excite- 
ment so far has not been immediately 


helpful but rather injurious to the 
producing interests; nevertheless, it 
is well for these interests that the 


matter has been taken hold of by the 
administration. Had it not been for 
the manner in which the subject has 
been handled by the daily press, no 
injury to the producing interests need 


have been suffered. The object of 
many of the leading newspapers of 
the country is not to disseminate 


truth but to create a sensation which 
will enable them to sell papers, and 
the prosecution against the beef trust 
has been exactly the right sort of ma- 
terial which they require for this pur- 
pose. 

There is no danger that men will 
permanently cease to eat beef as long 
as they have the money to buy it, and 
therefore, no permanent decrease in 
the demand except in times of indus- 
trial unrest. There is, in fact, more 





danger to the beef producing interest 
from the coal strike, particularly if it 
should extent into the bituminous re- 
gions, than from the adoption of a 
vegetable diet by men who want to 
punish the beef trust by abstinence 
from beef. 

This trust, so-called, or perhaps we 
had better say combination of pack- 
er, has grown, as we have said for ten 
years, to its present proportions by 
reason of rebates and cut rates of- 
fered by railroads, and if the present 
injunction puts a stop to that, it will 
not only prevent further unhealthy 
combinations, but will enable packers 
to establish packing houses in such 
cities as Des Moines and elsewhere 
from which they are now practically 
excluded by railroad rates. It is a 
gratification to the general public to 
know that there are laws enough to 
correct most of the abuses from which 
the public suffer provided we have a 
president that has the sand and the 
wisdom to enforce them and is not 
afraid of the industrial and financial 
powers that be. 





DO MOLES EAT SEED CORN? 


A correspondent of Williamsville, 
Illinois, writes: 

“There is a comtroversy between 
the farmers here as to whether moles 
eat corn freshly planted and your opin- 
ion would oblige some of your readers 
in this neighborhood.” 

We believe the mole should be ex- 
cnerated from this charge and also 
from the charge of eacing the roots of 
strawberries, apple trees, potatoes, 
and all that. The mole is not a vege- 
tarian at all, but purely carnivorous. 
He don’t want any sort of grain in 
his diet; he prefers bugs, worms, etc. 
It is difficult, however, to convince 
farmers that he does not eat corn, 
that he does not gnaw off the roots of 
apple trees, and does not eat the roots 
of strawberries and _ potatoes. He 
destroys corn and frequently kills 
strawberries, but it is not by eating 
the grain of the corn nor the roots of 
the berries. What he is after is 
worms. He makes his run where in- 
sects are most likely to be found and 
figures that they wiil fall into it and 
become his meat. In burrowing un- 
der strawberries and along the corn 
row he lets in the air which dries out 
the corn and kills the plant. 

The remedy is to go along and 
tramp his run full, especially around 
the hill. We would be very glad if 
we could have any positive, conclusive 
evidence that the mole eats any kind 
of vegetable. 





THE MAY RAINFALL. 
The entire western country has had 
a generous supply of rain during the 
month of May. The Des Moines Sta- 


tion, however, shows no more than 
the normal rainfall. The rain has 
come more or less in streaks. On 


our own farm, seven miles from Des 
Moines, we had from one-third more 
to twice as much as in the city. The 
northeast corner of Iowa has evident- 
ly had more than normal, and the 
same is likely true of the stretch of 
country running diagonally across the 
state from the southwest to’the north- 
east. These rains came mostly in a 
shape that the soil could absorb and 
retain them. On our own farm, three 
days after the rain, no water was 
running out of our newly laid tiles, 
showing that most of the abnormally 
heavy rainfail in that section had been 
taken up by the thirsty soil. 

There has not been enough, rain yet 
in most parts of the country to affect 
the springs, showing that at least in 
some portions there is dry dirt still 
between the surface and permanent 
moisture. Under these conditions it 
would be foolish for a man to com- 
plain of too much rain, however much 
showers may have prevented him from 
working in his corn field. It will take 
a good deal more rain over most of 
the western country than it has yet re- 
ceived to make up for the shortage of 
the last six months of the year 190}. 

Notwithstanding this condition of 
things we notice that many farmers 
are wasting moisture at a fearful rate. 
When a crust is formed on the newly 
planted corn, that land will waste 
moisture very rapidly. All this can 
be remedied by maintaining the dust 
mulch of which we have had so much 
to say. 

No matter how abundant the rain is 
this year, there will be need of all 
the rain that comes, and more, to ma- 
ture a full crop of corn. There is an 
abundance now to mature all the 
spring grains, fall wheat, and rye, 
even if no more should come, but corn 
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must have its 300 pounds of water per 
pound of dry matter; in other words, 
about 900 tons per acre for a 60-bushel 
crop of corn. 

We, therefore, urge our readers to 
keep their ground thoroughly culti- 
vated to maintain the mulch of dry 
dirt, to follow with the harrow and 
cultivator immediately after heavy 
rains, and thus keep all the moisture 
they can get. They will need it. If 
they will do this and remember that 
the Lord is watering the earth, that 
His plans do not admit of change or 
modification, that He is running a 
very large machine for the greatest 
good of the greatest number, and will 
take care of the rainfall that He gives 
them and make the most out of it, 
there will not be any danger of their 
starving for a year to come, nor any 
danger of the world being short of 
food for man or beast. 





TO SECURE TITLE FROM INSANE 
PERSON. 


A Battle Creek, Iowa, 
writes: 

“Will you please tell me how I can 
obtain a good deed to land bought of 
a man whose wife is insane?” 

Section 3167 of the code of Iowa 
reads as follows: 

“Where either the husband or wife 
is insane and incapable of executing 
a deed, relinquishing or conveying his 
or her right to the real property of 
the other, the other may petition the 
district court of the county of his or 
her residence, or of the county where 
the real estate to be conveyed is sit- 
uated, setting forth the facts, and pray- 
ing for an order authorizing the appli- 
cant or some other person to execute 
a deed and relinquish the interest of 
the insane person in said real estate.” 

The same subscriber also asks: 

“Has a woman a right to dispose 
of property by a will, the same as a 
man, if her husband is living?” 

Yes; the law reads: 

“A married woman may own in her 
own right real and personal property, 
acquired by descent, gift or purchase, 
and manage, sell and convey the same, 
and dispose thereof by will, to the 
same extent and in the same manner 
the husband can property belonging 
to him.”

SEEDING TO ALFALFA IN IOWA. 


A correspondent of Emmet county, 
Iowa, wishes to know if we would 
advise him to sow alfalfa now. 

As he is sowing it merely for ex- 
perimentation on hilly land, we would 
advise him not to do so now but wait 
until next spring and sow it on thor- 
oughly prepared soil. If he were in 
central or southern Kansas, we would 
advise him to disk his land three or 
four times between now and the first 
of September and then sow. In south- 
ern sections fall sowing is to be pre 
ferred. In Iowa and sections further 
north, we think spring seeding should 
be followed unless carefully conducted 
experiments show that the fall is to 
be preferred. 
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WHY FLAX WILL NOT GROW 
AFTER FLAX. 


All the world over it seems to be 
thoroughly understood that flax will 
not follow flax, that the first crop is 
the best crop, that while a moderate 
second crop can be obtained, if the 
practice of following flax with flax is 
pursued the land in a very few years 
will refuse not only to grow paying 
crops, but to grow flax at all. Some 
of our subscribers in Minnesota have 
reported fairly good crops of flax after 
flax by plowing under the stubble im- 
mediately. For this reason the flax 
territory is moving rapidly north and 
west and keeping on prairie lands, 
generally the year of breaking or the 
crop immediately following. In Ire- 
land, Belgium, and Holland, the three 
countries where flax is grown for 
fiber, the usual rotation is one in 
seven, eight, ten, twelve, and some- 
times twenty years, showing that the 
same causes are at work there. 

The Minnesota Station began exper- 
iments in order to determine the 
cause of this under the direction of 
the late lamented Dr. Lugger. The 
North Dakota Station has been fol- 
lowing it up and in Bulletin No. 50, by 
Professor Bolley, issued in 1901, has 
thrown more light on the subject than 
has been thrown on it since the hail 
destroyed the flax fields of Egypt in 
the time of Moses. 

We made some study of the subject 
ten or fifteen years ago and came to 
the conclusion, which has been verified 
frequently since by men who have 
gone into it more thoroughly than we 
could, that flax does not take any more 
of the elements of fertility from the 
soil than wheat and not as much as 
oats. We concluded, therefore, that 
whatever the cause might be, it was 
something else than waning fertility 
in the soil. The conclusions to which 
the North Dakota experimenters have 
arrived is that the cause is a fungus 
found in all flax seed that has not 
been treated with some fungicide; 
that the fungus is very tenacious of 
life in straw, in chaff, and in the fine 
bits of stem or chaff that may be found 
in the seed; that there is more of it 
in the light and immature grains than 
in the plump and full grains; and 
that once established in the soil it re- 
mains for a term of years. 

Proceeding upon this theory, various 
fungicides have been tested, the most 
efficient of which is formalin with 
which oats have been treated for smut 
so successfully by hundreds of our 
subscribers last year: and have been 
treated we have no doubt with equal 
success by thousands this year. If 
subsequent investigations establish be- 
yond all possible doubt, and we think 
there is but little doubt now, the cor- 
rectness of this theory, it will revolu- 
tionize methods of flax culture not 
merely in the United States but in 
the entire flax growing world. 

The treatment of flax seed with 
formalin is a much more particular 
job than that of treating oats. A mix- 
ture of formalin and water of the 
same strength can be used, but ex- 
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treme care must be taken to do noth- 
ing more than moisten the seed and 
dry it immediately. If it were treated 
in the same way that oats are treated, 
the result would be the destruction of 
the germ and the germinating quali- 
ties of the flax as well. The conclu- 
sions of the station are as follows: 

“1. There is a diseased condition 
of flax soil which has long been known 
to farmers in flax producing regions 
as flax sick soil. 

“2. If flax is sowed rather con- 
tinuously for a number of years upon 
the same soil this disease tends to 
thoroughly infect the soil so that flax 
growing becomes no longer profitable. 

“3. The disease may be spread by 
way of the seed flax. 

“4. The plants attacked die at all 
ages as if attacked by wilt; hence I 
have called the disease the flax wilt 
disease. 

“5. The direct cause is a minute 
fungus parasite which grows on the 
inside of the flax plant, starting either 
from the seed, or by attacking the 
roots of older plants if the soil has 
previously been infested. 

“6. There are many ways in which 
the infection might reach new fields, 
but the chief one is by way of the 
seed. 

“?. The seed (spores of the para- 
site) get into the seed flax at thrash- 
ing time, rattling off from the sides 
of the flax straws which have been 
attacked by the parasite. 

“8. When such infected flax seed 
is sown, the spores of the fungus ger- 
minate and at Once attack the young 
plants. Those attacked early die at 
once and there may be no stand even 
from good seed if the spores of the 
parasite are abundant. When once in 
the ground the fungus spreads rapidly, 
attacking new plants throughout the 
season. It can live from year to year 
simply upon the humus of the soil, 
hence the soil is soon ruined for flax. 
Six years of continuous seeding of 
flax upon the same plot at the Agri- 
cultural College thoroughly filled the 
soil with the parasite and no plants 
of flax can live there longer than 
three weeks. 

“9. All other farm crops do well 
upon the flax sick soil. It has not 
lost fertility for flax, as is proved by 
experiments which destroy the spores 
without injuring the soil. 

“10. The fungus belongs to a genus 
of plants which botanists have called 
Fusarium. As this is a new species, 
we shall call it Fusarium lini. 

“11. Much of the soil of this state 
has not yet been infected; but about 
fifty per cent of all samples of seed 
flax yet examined show the presence 
of the Fusarium spores. It is prob- 
able that no sample of flax seed is en- 
tirely free from infection. 

“12. When the soil is once infected 
no way is known to rid it of the para- 
site. The fungus is able to live in the 
soil for many years without the pres- 
ence of a flax crop to feed upon. 

“13. The seed flax should be thor- 
oughly graded and cleaned in a fan- 
ning mill before treating. This will 
remove all of the bits of diseased flax 
straw and chaff which would not be 
sufficiently treated to kill the fungus 
inside of them. 

“14. After treating, it may be well 
to sow two or three quarts more per 
acre, as some of the weaker seeds are 
apt to be killed. 

“15. Scaly flax seed and seed which 
has been wet is always very poor for 
seed. Such seeds harbor the spores 
of fungi which kill the young plants 
as soon as the seeds germinate. 

“16. Cease sowing flax year after 
year upon the same land. Put at least 
one cultivated crop and two or more 
other crops between flax crops. 

“17. Burn as much of the old flax 
straw and stubble which remains upon 
the ground as possible. 

“18. Raise your own flax seed, 
grade it up to the best. Watch for 
diseased areas and notify the station. 
Thrash your seed when you can, in 
your own machine from a patch of 
strong healthy flax and store it in a 
clean bin. 

“19. Keep all the flax straw out of 
the barnyard, unless it is intended to 
put all manures through a _ several 
years composting process. I can not 
say that this process will be success- 
ful in destroying the fungus. It is de- 
tructive to most weed seeds and to 
the spores of many fungi. 

“20. Avoid the evil effects of deep 
planting. Much damage is done to 
the flax crop of the state by too deen 
planting. The flax wilt disease does 
more injury to the seedlings when 
the seed is placed deen in loose soil 
than when planted shallow. One-half 
inch to three-fourths inch is the best 
depth. The seed bed should he of 
| even texture and quite compact.”

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THE DEBT OF LOVE. 

(Notes on the Sabbath School Les- 
son for June 22, 1902.—Romans 13: 
8-14.) 

From the very beginning of Chris- 
tianity there seems to have been a 
large and flourishing church at Rome. 
It was doubtless established by the 


Christians who left Jerusalem on ac- 
count of the persecution of Stephen. 
As the gospel spread throughout the 
Roman empire, the natural drift of 


population, then as now, from the 
country to the city, and from 
the city to the metropolis, 


would add to the numbers of this cen- 
tral church. There is not the slight- 
est evidence that any of the apostles 
had labored there prior to the year 58, 
twenty-five years after Pentecost, the 
date beyond question when this epistle 
was written. The epistle to the Ro- 
mans bears internal evidence that this, 
as well as nearly all the churches, was 
made up of two somewhat distinct ele- 
ments, the Jews and the Grecian con- 
verts between whom there was more 
or less difference of opinion if not 
friction. 

This church not having enjoyed the 
labors of any of the great apostles, 
Paul seems to have thought it neces- 
sary, while waiting three months at 
Corinth just prior to his last visit to 
Jerusalem, to write to it a compre- 
hensive summary of Christian doctrine 
in which he describes the state of the 
whole world, Gentiles as well as Jews, 
proving them all to be under condem- 
nation of the law of God (Romans 
1:18 to 3:20). Next he unfolds the 
provision that God has made in full 
accordance with His righteous govern- 
ment for the justification, sanctifica- 
tion, and complete salvation of the be- 
lievers in Jesus (Romans 3:21 to 
8:39). Next, he vindicates the re- 
jection of the Jews as an act of justice 
and the call of the Gentiles as an il- 
lustration of Sovereign mercy. These 
chapters constitute the doctrinal por- 
tion of the epistle. It is, in fact, the 
only complete summary of the funda- 
mental doctrines of Christianity to be 





found in all of Paul’s epistles. Other 
epistles were written to meet’ the 
special requirements of particular 


churches, to combat particular errors, 
to emphasize especially important 
truths, to supplement and explain more 
fully Paul’s doctrinal teaching among 
them. Not having been in Rome, and 
no other apostle having been there, 
it was necessary to give these people 
a brief summary of the great funda- 
mental principles of the new reli- 
gion and to show to both Jew and 
Gentile that their standing was equal 
before God. 

But Paul was nothing if not prac- 
tical. He seemed to have no use for 
a doctrine, however fundamental or 
profound, that did not work out prac- 
tical results in the Christian life. 
Therefore, having devoted eleven 
to the enunciation and unfolding of 
the great doctrines of Christianity, he 
devotes the remaining five chapters to 
their application to the Christian life, 
urging them to holy living, to the 
proper use of their spiritual gifts, to 
lives of devoted service, to brotherly 
affection, urging them to abjure any 
disposition to revenge insults, to pay 
their debts, to live peaceably with all 





men, to be subject to the Roman gov- 
| ernment, and live the lives of good 
| citizens; and in the lesson, to fulfill 


conscientiously all their obligations 
and in particular that obligation, debt, 
or due, to love one another as Chris- 
tians, pointing out that this, if it 
could be done in all its completeness, 
would be the complete fulfilling of the 
law (Romans 13.8). Then in the 9th 
verse he mentions most of the com- 
mandments of what is known as the 
second table of the law, and calls 
their attention to the fact that Moses 
had summed all these up in the one 
brief commandment: “Thou shalt love 
thy neighbor as thyself” (Leviticus 
19:18). Jesus had given the same 
| summary (Matthew 22:38). 

The essential sin committed when 
any of these commandments are 
broken is that of doing injury to the 
person against whom the sin is com- 
mitted. He who violates the seventh 
commandment robs his victim of her 

| virtue; the sixth commandment, of his 
life; the eighth commandment, of his 
property; the ninth, of his good name; 
the tenth, of whatever he may have 
that we desire. These commandments 
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are all given in the negative form. 
They are prohibitions of specific acts, 
but under any true principle of inter- 
pretation they reach much further, for 
if we are forbidden to do a particular 
thing because it is wrong and injuri- 
ous to others, we are at the same time 
required to do the opposite thing be- 
cause it is right. The same com- 
mandment that forbids us to injure, 
commands us to bless, to benefit, to 
do good to the one whom we are for- 
bidden to injure, and hence Paul says 
love, the true Christian charity, which 
is the love of man to man as bearing 
God’s image, requires us to devote our 
lives to the service of humanity. 

We have no right to utter any word, 
to do any act, to engage in any trade 
or profession which compels us neces- 
sarily to do an injury to any of God’s 


children. “Love worketh no ill to his 
neighbor.” He that is greatest among 
you, let him do the greatest service. 


This is the fundamental teaching of 


Christ. “Therefore,” Paul says, “love 
is the _ fulfilling of the law.” 
It is not love as a_ temporary 


affection, not love such as the hus- 
band bears to the wife, the parent to 
the child, or the child to the parent, 
but love in the sense of the great con- 
trolling, underlying motive that leads 
us to benefit man as man. 

In the llth verse the apostle urges 
the greater diligence in the discharge 
of this great debt of love or service. 
We should do this, that is, fulfill every 
duty, especially as remembering the 
flight of time and the nearness of 
eternity with its full salvation. We 
are getting older; we have the less 
time to work; the heaven for which 
we hope is nearer. We have far to go 
ere set of sun; therefore, work with 
the greater diligence. “The night is 
far spent, the day (of redemption) is 
at hand.” Let us, therefore, more en- 
ergetically cast off the works of dark- 
ness in which we engaged before we 
became Christians and let us put on 
the armour of light. We need that 
armour, the armour of which Paul 
speaks elsewhere as “the whole 
armour of God,” “the shield of faith,” 
“the helmet of salvation,” ‘“‘the sword 
of the Spirit,” the sandals of “the 
perparation of the gospel of peace,” and 
the panoply of “all-prayer” to cover 
it all. Let us do this, and then, be- 
ing fully armed, “walk honestly,” 
which should rather be translated ‘“‘de- 


corously,” as fitting this armour in 
which we are clothed. Let us do 
everything in the full open light of 
day. 

He then mentions three dis- 
tinct classes of sins into whicn 
men are tempted to fall. First, 
“rioting and drunkeness,” two 
things which have always’ gone 
together and always. will. Next, 


“chambering and wantonness,” by 
which is meant every form of licen- 
tiousness, and with these disreputable 
sins which society, even the worldly 
society, now puts under its ban, whicn 
it did not do in Paul’s time, he con- 
nects two other sins, “strife and 
envying.” Notice particularly that he 
puts strife and envying in the same 
class w‘th drunkenness and licentious- 
ness, a if in the sight of God the last 
were as odious as the first, a point 
which Christians of all denominations 
would do well to notice, and which we 
might put in this way: That God 
does not think any more of the quar- 
reling professed Christian or church 
member who is envious of the reputa- 
tion, prosperity, or position of another 
than He does of the pro- 
fessed Christian in the gutter 
or the one given over to _ licen- 
tiousness. As a guard against all 
these sins and a source of strength 
for all holy and Christian living he 
gives the final injunction: But ye are 
the Lord Jesus Christ, that is, be ye 
habitually clothed in the likeness of 
Christ. Become more and more con- 
formed to Christ’s character, live as 
He lived; this is the positive aspect 
of the command. The negative is: 
“Make not provision for the flesh, to 
fulfill the lusts thereof;” that is, do 
not indulge the desires of your own 
corrupt nature, do not indulge your 
appetite or passions. Your Christian 
conscience will tell you what desires 
are right and in accordance with the 
law of God and what are wrong. Do 
not indulge these wrong ones. If you 
do, there is danger of their overcom- 
ing you. If you do as Christ did, be 
clothed in His likeness, you are not 
in any danger, whatever. If you yield 
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to temptation, there is no telling what 
moment you will fall. 

In short, in this lesson the apostle 
gives us love as the great motive; not 
as an emotion, but love as a govern- 
ing principle. Having given us the 
great mot.ve, he presents to us the 
life of Jesus Christ as our pattern. 


The Close of the Boer War. 

The Boer war, which has been going 
on for two yvears and eight months, 
was finally brought to a close on the 
last day of May. The terms offered 
by the English government are re- 
markably liberal and may be briefly 
summed up as on condition of sur- 
render of arms, munitions of war, and 
indepeudence; amnesty tor Cape rebels, 
release of all political prisoners, crown 
colony government tor the time being 


and seli-government in the future, 
with the advance of three million 
pounds ior restocking farms. In other 


words, the Boers have practically all 
that they ever had except independ- 
ence. We have no doubt that in the 
end they will be more prosperous and 
better governed than they were under 
their own independent government. 

The war has been a very costly one 
to England. While the number of the 
Boers nas never been definitely known, 
their fighting force during late years 
was estimated at 50,000. The total 
number of British troops engaged from 
first to last was 500,000 and the larg- 
est number in the field at any one 
time was 280,000. The cost in life to 
the English is given at 22,206; dis- 
abled or sent home invalidated, 73,982. 
Forty thousand prisoners have been 
sent to Ceylon, Helena, and Bermuda, 
and the cost in money to the British 
government is estimated at $1,250,- 
000,000. 

The great lesson of this war seems 
to us to be that no educated, inte.. 
gent, Christian nation can be really 
conquered; in other words, that a na- 
tion, no matter how small, if it has 
intelligence and is fired with a spirit 
of liberty, can make a resistence with 
modern implements of warfare so de- 
termined that it will never pay any 
country, no matter how large, to un- 
dertake its subjugation. We believe 
the Boer war has done more to put 
an end to war than anything that has 
happened in the last thousand years. 
It has demonstrated that it requires 
ten soldiers in the attack to equal one 
soldier in defense and that if people 
have liberties which they prize and 
think worth fighting for, they can 
make it very expensive to the pro- 
posed conqueror. All this makes for 
peace and tends to bring about the 
day so long hoped for when wars shall 
cease unto the ends of the earth. 

Nations are now beginning to real- 
ize that any other nation is more 
profitable to them as trade customers 
than as subjects. Conquered nations 
are about the poorest property that 
any people can have, while friendly 
nations that have high intelligence 
and many wants and the means to 
supply them are the best assets,in the 
treasuries of the nations. 
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The Clover Harvest. 


The clover will soon be ready for 
harvesting and the farmer will have 
on his hands about as particular a 
job as he will be required to under- 
take in a year. In order to get the 
very best quality of clover hay, and 
therefore, the greatest amount of feed- 
ingg value, clover should be cut when 
it has the greatest amount of full 
bloom. This occurs when a third of 
the heads are brown, as the middle 
head in the trio on the stalk is turn- 
ing brown when the other two are in 
full bloom. Practically tne farmer 
must commence a little before this 
time if he has very much clover to 
cut; hence, the only rule is to begin 
as soon as it will do and push things 
until you get through, as before you 
can possibly harvest a large crop some 
of it will be too ripe. 

Clover, when cut for hay, contains 
from 75 to 85 per cent of water; clover 
hay when fully cured out in the barn 
or stack contains about 15 per cent 
of water. It can be safely put away 
when it contains 25 per cent of water, 
hence, the problem of curing clover 
hay is in getting rid of the 45 per cent of 
the water that is in the plant at its 
best estate. The older it becomes, the 
less water it contains and hence the 
easier it is to cure. It is also true 
that the longer it stands after the 
middle head has turned brown, the 
more woody matter it contains and 
the less nutritive value. 

If we can get this 45 per cent of 
water out of the stalk before the leaf 
structure is entirely dead, we have 
clover hay of the best quality. The 
problem is to pump this 45 per cent of 
water out of the stalk through its 
natural channel, the leaves. When 
the plant is growing, it is continually 
passing water up from the root into 
vue atmosphere. Mowing simply cuts 
off the supply of water, and if we can 
get the leaves fully exposed to the air 
they will pump out this 45 per cent in 
a comparatively short time, and then 
we shall have first-class clover hay. 
The great secret, therefore, of curing 
clover hay is to expose it as fully as 
possible in the first twenty-four hours 
to the air and thus allow the pumping 
out process to proceed as rapidly as 
possible. 

If clover cut at the right time is 
allowed to lie in the swath, the under- 
side of the swath does not have ac- 
cess to the air while the hot sun 
speedily kills the leaf structure on the 
upper side. Hence, the leaf, which is 
the most valuable part of the plant, 
crumbles and falls, the stalk mean- 
while remaining full of sap. Remem- 
ber, you can not get this water out 
through the stem; it must come out 
through the leaf. Therefore, the point 
is to sO manage it as to get the freest 
possible current of air passing through 
the swath. For this reason we have 
never been able to see how it is pos- 
sible to make first-class clover hay 
without cutting it much greener than 
is the general custom and without 
using some sort of a tedder in the 
curing of it, either the ordinary tedder 
or the C. B. & Q. hay-rake, which Is 
really a combined hay rake and tedder. 

In curing clover hay, our practice 
has been to cut as nearly as possible 
at the stage of plant growth above in- 
dicated, starting the mower late in the 
afternoon and cutting rather late. If 
there has been rain and there is a 
promise of clearing weather, it can be 
cut any time in the day, but a good 
wide mower can usually cut from four 
o'clock until seven all that will be 
taken off by the ordinary farm teams 
the next day. Early in the morning 
start the tedder, using preferably a 
two-horse team, and the faster they 
walk the better work they will do. 
With a C. B. & Q. rake it is possibly 
better to start somewhat later and 
throw it into small windrows. With 


good hay weather, which is a bright 
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sun and a rather brisk west or north- 
west wind, it is often possible to get 
this hay in in the afternoon of the 
next day. 

If our readers will bear in mind 
that the leaf must pump the water 
out of the stalk, and to do so it must 
have access to the air, they will find 
out for themselves the best way to do 
this with the implements they can se- 
cure or have at hand and under the 
circumstances. Where a man has but 
a small acreage, he can probably se- 
cure the best results by putting it in 
cock when wilted and before it is fit 
to go into the barn and letting it re- 
main two or three days. We would 
not like, however, to put dry clover 
hay in cock. There is nothing to be 
gained, and in case of a heavy rain, 
especially after a dry spell, these cocks 
will be wet through and practically 
ruined, for while rain does not hurt 
clover freshly cut except in the way 
of compacting the swath, it is ruinous 
to cured clover hay. When a cock or 
windrow is thoroughly wet through, 
it is practically ruined, the reason be- 
ing that the leaf structure is dead, 
the skin, so to speak, of the stalk 
breaks readily, the stalk becomes sat- 
urated, fungus growth begins at once, 
as shown by heating, and the more 
you shake out that hay and the often- 
er you handle it, the worse it is. As 
good a way when a cock is thoroughly 
wet through is to let it stand ana 
feed it out the next winter when It 
will have about half the value of good 
clover hay. 

In all probability nine-tenths of our 
readers will let their clover stand by 
reason of carelessness or because they 
can not help it until the heads are all 
brown or nearly all. In this case 1t 
is very easy to make clover hay. There 
is not much water to be pumped out, 
but the trouble is that the hay has 
lost from one-third to one-half of its 
feeding value. We know very well 
that it is very difficult to avoid this. 
The month of June is an exceedingly 
busy time with farmers; the cornu 
fields cry out for help every morning. 
The road supervisor is apt to order 
them out on the road; the winter 
wheat or the Early Champion oats 
will soon need attention. As much 
clover as possible should be cut and 
cured before the wheat and early oats 
harvest. 

There is a double reason for doing 
this. The chances for a crop of clover 
seed are usually very small if the 
clover is not cut before wheat harvest, 
and in many sections fairly good if 
the clover is in the barn before the 
reaper goes into the field. 





The Coal Strike and Other Strikes. 

There is usvally a good deal of un- 
rest in the sections where large num- 
bers of laborers are employed about 
the first of May, or the time when the 
labor contracts for the year are made. 
There is a great deal more than usual 
this year. There are numerous 
strikes on hand now and more are de- 
veloping each week. The most im- 
portant strike is that of the anthra- 
cite coal miners in Pennsylvania. The 
strike is not so much for an increase 
in wages as for a recognition of labor 
unions. Unless the men who actually 
own the railroads entering the anthra- 
cite fields come down hard on the men 
who are managing them, there is likely 
to be pretty serious trouble which may 
affect the finances of the whole coun- 
try. The laborers in this district are 
mostly the most ignorant classes of 
foreigners who never until two years 
ago undertook to organize. Partially 
organized in 1900, they secured an ad- 
vance in wages, but only because the 
political situation that year required 
that the strike be settled. 

Apart from all this, there are rea- 
sons why laborers should strike for 
higher wages. The price of living 
has advanced by leaps and Dounds dur- 
ing the last year. The price of wages 
has not advanced. As a laboring man 
in Des Moines put it the other day: 
“In 1896, I worked three days in the 
week and kept my family; in 1902, I 
work six days in the week and I can 
do nothing more than keep my fam- 
ily.” Practically the only difference 
in the condition of the laboring man 
now and in 1896 is that he has work 
now all the time and then he had 
work half the time, but the increased 
amount of work now is all swallowed 
up by the increase in the cost of liv- 
ing. 

Unless the cost of living falls, which 
no doubt it will to some extent in the 
next six months, the price of wages 
all the countrv over will have to be 
advanced, and it is not likely that it 
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can be done except by prolonged 
strikes. An advance in wages means, 
of course, an advance in the cost of 
products as labor is the largest ele- 
ment in almost everything which 
farmers consume. Let us hope that 
employer and employed will look at 
all these questions in the broad light 
of justice between man and man; in 
other words, from the view point of 
the sermon on the mount. 





“Insects Injurious to Staple Crops.” 


One of the best recent contributions 
to farm literature is a work by E. 
Dwight Sanderson, Bachelor of Agri- 
cutural Science and Entomologist at 
the Delaware College, published by 


John Wiley & Sons, New York. As 
the title indicates, it gives in com- 
paratively brief space the life history 
of the various insects that prey upon 
the staple crops of the farms of the 
United States with the best methods 
of combating them, together with a 
description of the insects which are 
the friends of the farmer and help 
him to get even with his foes. 

It deals specifically with the insects 
injurious to what are _ ordinarily 
termed grains and grasses, and going 
still more into detail describes insects 
injurious to wheat, corn, grain in the 
bin, clover, cotton, tobacco, potatoes, 
sugar beets, hop plants, and gives 
formulae for the preparation of the 
various insecticides which the farmer 
needs for his field and for his orchard. 

This book would be invaluable to 
young farmers who wish to make 
themselves thoroughly acquainted 
with the insect life about them, to be 
able to discriminate between their 
friends and foes, and when they go 
to farm for themselves to adopt such 
methods of rotation and culture as 
will reduce insect enemies to the mini- 
mum, or at least to a point where no 
particular loss can possibly be in- 
curred. We might say that after a 
perusal of the book, we are more and 
more convinced that good farming is 





the best method of combating the 
various insect pests. 





Millet and Timothy. 


To WALLACES’ FARMER: 

If your Minnesota _ correspondent 
will thoroughly prepare his land for 
millet and put it in good condition he 
will find when he gathers his crop 
that he has one of the finest seed beds 
for timothy that can be made. Then 
sow the timothy about the last of 
August or first of September unless 
very dry, and harrow but little. This 
plan has done well for me.

Drafters are much sought 
after, particularly by eastern buyers, who 
are taking a large share of the horses that 
come on the Chicago market, sales ranging 
at from $140 to $200, and some sales are 
made at $225 to $250, but not many such 
animals are offered for sale. Drivers and 
coachers are having a good sale at $75 to 
$300, the greater part by far selling well 
below $200, for extra fine horses are not 
apt to be marketed freely except when 
there are special auction sales, which at- 
tract thousands of buyers from all parts 
of the country. Boston chunks are selling 
freely at $115 to $150, and expressers sell 
actively at $120 to $175, with sales largely 
at $130 to $160. Dealers who —¢ horses 
to this market report a growing difficulty 
in securing car loads. One dealer who 
brought a car of drivers and Boston chunks 
here a few days ago said it took him 
three times as long to purchase the load 
as it did three years ago. 

Unlike recent years, when complaints of 
drought were so frequent, the recent com 
ylaints have ran to too much rainy weather 
n the wheat and corn sections. Even 
Kansas has been getting a superabundance 
of rainy weather, it appears, and late dis 
patches from Newton, in that state, stated 
that corn was standing in water and weeds, 
with too much rain for the good of 
wheat. It is hardly probable, however,

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Two Crops in One Season. 


A correspondent of Dayton, 
writes: 

“Would it be possible to grow two 
crops of rye in one season, or, it 
sown in tbe fore part of July, would 
it, if pastured down and not allowed 
to joint, make a crop another year? 
I suppose that after it once joints 
that it will never head again. I have 
a nice field of seven acres all headed 
out and I hardly know whether to sow 
it back to rye or to sorghum.” 

We have had no experience in sow- 
ing rye in the fore part of July. 
Theoretically, if a stand was secured 
and kept pastured down, it should 
make a crop the next year. We have 
always supposed that after rye once 
jointed it would never head again, and 
yet in this issue we present some 
experience from Judge Hubbard, of 
Cedar Rapids, that surprises us and 
will no doubt surprise our readers. 

If we were in our correspondent’s 
place, we would cut this rye as soon 
as possible and sow the ground to 
sorghum. If the weather conditions 
are all right he should get a good 
crop of sorghum 1f sown broadcast, and 
yet under present conditions we would 
prefer drilling it, either using a grain 
drill, and leaving three holes open and 
three closed, and cut with a binder, 
or else drill it with a corn drill and 
cultivate as corn. In this last case 
it could be cut with a corn harvester. 
It has been supposed that it might be 
double planted; that is, the middles 
split. In this case, however, it would 
not be possible to cut it with the corn 
harvester.

Squirrel-Tail Grass. 


We have warned our readers for 
some years past of the danger to their 
pastures of permitting the squirrel- 
tail grass to grow around sloughs or 
other moist places or along the road- 
sides, assuring them that unless some- 
thing is done it will spread all over 
their pastures and necessitate’ the 
breaking up of the pasture and one 
or more corn crops. We refer to this 
now because the squirrel-tail grass is 
waving in all its glory. Get out your 
scythes and mow it off. Where the 
patches are large and cover quite con- 
siderable part of the field, get out the 
mower. This is liable to become quite 
a bad pest, and private interest as 
well as public welfare requires that 
prompt action be taken. Now is the 
time to do it; a week after this reaches 
you, it will be too late. 





Sorghum After Rye. 


A correspondent of Hale, Missouri, 
has a field of rye which he expects to 
harvest by June 15th, and asks what 
we would advise planting as a second 
crop in this field. 

We do not know of anything that 
would serve a better purpose than 
Early Amber surghum drilled, as 
heretofore recommended, with an ordi- 
nary wheat drill, leaving three holes 
open and three closed, cultivating once 
or twice to keep down weeds and con- 
serve moisture. 





Rye Hay. 
To WALLACES’ FARMER: 

About five or six years ago I had a 
fleld of about 30 acres of rye. On the 
17th day of May, it was blossoming 
for the grain, and we had a severe 
frost that night. In a few days after- 
wards, I found it was not filling at all 
with grain, and the heads, which were 
fully formed, began to turn white. It 
was very thick, and as high as my 
chin—about 5 ft. 3 in. About the Ist 
of June, I turned two mowers into it, 
and cut it for hay. It was very green 
and heavy, and took some little time 
to cure and dry out. I think I must 
have had as much as three tons to 
the acre when dry. I put it in the 
barn, and both horses and cattle would 
leave the best timothy hay to eat it. 
When I put it in the barn, it had the 
smell of sweet, new-mown hay. Soon 
after I had cut, cured and hauled my 
hay into the barn, there came a good 
shower, and it started up from the 
root, and made another crop, which 
headed out and made, as I judged, 
about 10 bushels to the acre of rye. 
The straw was short and small, scarce- 
ly waist high. I did not thrash it 
but fed it to cattle, and they thrived 
on it wonderfully. I caleulated at the 
time I cut it it had all the necessary 
qualities to ripen a crop of grain. 
My stock wintered finely upon it, and 
in nutritive qualities it far surpassed 
the best timothy hay. ‘ 

Last year I had some 30 acres of

For the first two or three days gos- 
lings should be kept in a warm piace 
and fed on bread soaked in water 
bread squeezed out as nearly dry as 
possible. After a few days, give them 
the freedom of a small run when the 
weather is fine and change the loca- 


tion of the run every day orso. For the 
first five or six weeks their food should 
be stale bread soaked, or grains ground 


and scalded and mixed with onion 
chopped fine. Food should be wet but 
not sloppy. After five weeks they 
may be given a ration consisting of 


two parts bran and one part corn meal. 
After the first week the range should 
be gradually enlarged. Dandelions in 
moderation and plenty of grass will 
be good for them. 

If the gosilngs do not have a hen to 
mother them. or are not kept in 
brooder, then they should have a 
warm box and be given artificial heat. 
A jug suspended by the handle from 
the top of the box in which goslings 
are kept, and filled with boiling water 
will be found to be a good substitute 
for the mother. 





Variety for Chicks. 


Southern growers claim that no 
food is more conducive to a_ large 
egg yield than cow peas, and urge 


that they be given a trial this year.

Egg Eating Hens. 


To WALLACES’ FARMER: 

Some one wanted to know how to 
stop an egg eating hen. We lost 
nearly all the eggs from fifty hens dur- 
ing March from this very cause. A 
little watching located the ringleader 
and a sharp knife removed the upper 
part of her beak to the quick, that is 
till it bled. She decided to quit right 
then and we have not lost another 
egg since that time.

While much bad been expected of the 
great Short-horn sale of C. C. Bigler & 
suns at Victor, lowa, it surpassed all ex- 
pectations, 115 head of cattie selling for 
the remarkable sum of $4,725.00 or an 
average of $523.69 per head. More than 
tifty breeders came down from the Rolfe 
Suies, the two sieepers which had been 
provided by the Northwestern road, prov- 
sug «oentirery insuiicient tuo accommodate 
the crowd. Others who had not attended 
tue northwestern Lowa sales gathered in 
until practically every residence in the 
iown of Victor was taxed to accommodate 
ihe crowd, it being estimated, anu we 
think the estimate none to high, that Suv 
strungers were there. the citizens of 
Victor certainly did their part and di i 
welt in caring for the crowd and to the 
ladies of the Congregational church who 
served meals, especial credit is due. 
Viacticaiiy ail the prominent breeders of 
lowa were in attendance and many from 
Misseuri, Illinois and Wisconsin, and the 
tecuing was in the air that it was an un- 
usuat occasion, which indeed it was. Col. 
Woods never made a more muagniticient 
sppenmg uddress, and he had the crowd with 
u.tm f.0im start to finish, He paid Messrs. Big- 
ler & Sons a most eloquent tribute on the en- 
terprise which has marked their career, 
and in closing said ‘‘Every man that owns 
cattle, be they pure bred or high grade, 
owes a part of the value of these catile 
and of his greater prosperity in the cattle 
business to the LBigleis. There are ho 
breeders that have manifested so great a 
faith as they; let us follow their example 
and we will drive forever the scrub trom 
tne market."’ The tirst animal offered was 
the two-year-old heifer Imp. Elsa bred by 
J. Deane Willis and in calf to Choice 
Goods. She was bought by J. W. Smith 
& Son of Allerton, Iowa, at $2,200 and the 
ice was broken. Ihe next animal, a Cruick- 
shank Lavender heifer went to N. A. Lind 
it $1,800, and the next, the pu.e 4, 
Wild Eyes cow, Wild Eyes 61st, to Brown 
& Randolph Bros. at $3,040. This was one 
of the greatest cows sold during the week, 
and as she proved to be the highest p.. 
cow of the Bigler offering and the second 
highest priced cow of the entire week, it 
certainly proves that good Bates cows as 
well as good Scotch cows will bring top 
prices. ‘Lhe first ten animals sold made the 
remarkable average of $1,733.50, while the 
average on the first twenty head was 
$1,456.75, the first thirty $1,270.50, forty

6 bulls brought $1,205, average, $215.83; 
35 head brought $15,765, average $450.43. 





Farm Life in California. 


One never hears tke word farm out 
there, it is always ranch, We had seen the 
cattle ranches of Nebraska and Colorado, 
thousands of acres of buffalo grass en- 
closed with a wire fence, and thought we 
understood the word, and were surprised 
to learn that a California fruit ranch often 
contains only five or ten acres and some- 
tumes only one, 

The farm life of no other state in the 
Union is so diflicult to describe in a short 
article because different localities vary so 
much in their crops, and manner of pre 
paring them for market. I can only ask 
you to follow our journey through the 
state taking a glimpse of a few different 
ranches, 





We begin at the northwest corner of 
the state, and see nothing but rain and 


timber, the lumber business is pre-eminent 


there. We go to the eastern part of the 
state to Sierra valley near ‘truckee and 


a discontented settler says: ‘‘Wheat, hay, 
timber, and ice are about all we can raise 
here, the frosts last so late in the spring 
and begin so early in the fall, we can't 
succeed with garden or fruit. A chilling 


wind is always. sweeping down these 
valleys; winters are colder than in lowa, 
und I wish I was back there.”’ 

We journey to Napa county, 60 miles 


north of San Francisco, a lovely climate! 
(except in winter when the rain pours in 
torrents). Fruits, flowers, vegetables in 
great variety and a little grain grow here. 
Lut wine grapes is the crop; the vineyards 
surround the largest winery in the world, a 
massive stone building. One thing pro- 
duced here not mentioned in the adver- 
tisements is ‘‘delirium tremens.’ 

We next visit a large fruit ranch in 
Vacca valley. Here our rancher’s wife sits 
in the parlor, while a faithful Chinaman 
does her housework, and a _ hundred 
“Johns” under the direction of a Chinese 
boss, who is ordered by her husband, cul- 
tivate, gather, box, dry, or haul to the 
cannery the immense and vyaried fruit 
crops. They cook for themselves and 
sleep in a shed. Her poor neighbor on 


a five acre ranch hurries through her house- 


work in the morning, then joins her hus- 
band in the orchard, putting her baby in 


a packing box. She toils all day in the 
scorching sunshine, cheered ever by the 
flowers around her and the mountains 
above her. 

We travel southward to San Jose, in 
Santa Clara valley, a broad beautiful val 
ley, surrounded by mountains with or- 
ehards! orchards! everywhere, except 
where broken by small grain fields or 


pretty cottages surrounded by flowers and 


stately palms. Here, like the valleys 
farther north, orchards and vineyards are 
raised without irrigation but the gardens, 


flowers, and lawns are irrigated with 
mountain water. This is the great prune 


and apricot section of the _ state, al 
though other fruits are grown in smaller 
quantities. The discouraged rancher here 
tells us, ‘“‘Many people went prune crazy 
and set nothing but prune trees, or 





bought prune orchards paying from 
$500 to $700 an acre, and the _ price 
of prunes was so low last year we are 
having hard times. Only the saloon men 
and truck gardeners make money here.”’ 
The Iowa farmer's wife can’t under- 


stand why the California fruit raisers coim- 


plain of hard times, then buy all their 
vegetables and berries of the ‘‘Dago's” 


truck wagon, their bread and cake of the 
baker’s wagon, and send their laundry 
work to the Chinamen. Perhaps that is 
the reason we see no tired looking wo 
men out there, yet if the family is poor 
the wife works out doors with the fruit, 


and the children work for the neighbors, 
Cutting apricots for drying is their great 
est chance for earning spending money. 
If the season is prosperous, the family will 
away to the beach for a month, living in a 
furnished cottage, (I almost said furnished 


shanty), paying from $20 to $40 a month 
if it is the fashionable season; or they 
will hire a‘tent or take one with them, 


or only go to the beach on a few Sunday 
excursions, staying for the theater in the 
evening. 

We resume our journey and pass the 
raisin-grape vineyards of Fresho, on by the 


immense wheat fields where harvesting 
and threshing is no burden to the ranch- 
er’s wife for they board themselves in 


wagons or tents, when we reach the typi 
cal southern California ranches of the 


rich Mexican type. ‘The Del Valley's 
(prounouced Vol-je) ranch described by 
Helen Hunt Jackson in the California 
classic, the second’ greatest American 
novel, ‘“‘Romana,’’ we agree with her is 
indeed an ideal spot, with its low adobe 
house furnished with antique furniture 
and choice relies, surrounding a court of 


Its chapel where this 
proud, dark skinned, deliberate Mexican 
household worship; it groves of oranges 
and lemons, of apricots and olives, almonds 
and walnuts; its grape arbor and artichoke 


ornamental plants. 


patch; its barns, horses and packing 
sheds, with a mountain range on either 
side, with sheep pastures and over all 
perpetual sunshine. 


we visit the ordinary 
southern Cali 


Nevertheless when 
ten acre orange ranch of 
fornin, we can’t help pitying the small 
boy and ambitious man who lives there 
Fancy! one kind of prim, beautiful trees 
touching the residence on every side, the 
ground cultivated like a corn field to the 
very door sill. No grass for the boy to 
roll on, ean’t afford a lawn on land worth 
a thousand dollars an acre; only a rosé 
bush and grape vine over the poreh; a tiny 


barn with a few bales of barley hay (the 
only horse feed), and one horse. His 
neighbor owns a horse and they double 
team and take turns cultivating the 
ground. There Is a small wire pen for 


telzium hares. They live on cut alfalfa 
and are eaten as a substitute for chicken 


Faney, the small boy thinking it a treat 
to see a colt, a pig or a calf. He never 
throws a snow ball, goes sleighrifing or 
skating, can’t even have an_ irrigating 
ditch to paddle in like the Colorado boy. 
The precious water is brought in pipes 
from an artesian well. 


How well does orange growing pay? The 





crop will sell for about 15 per cent of the 
value of the land, about the same as a 
corn crop, but we don’t have to wait five 
years for the cornstalks to bear their first 
crop. They plow the ground deep every 
spring, then ditch, irrigate and cultivate 
every six weeks, besides the pruning, and 
the man must pay so much of his income 
for water tax. But I can’t help envying 


the California woman her facilities for 
entertaining company so well without 
hard work. She can get a variety of 


fresh fruit and vegetables from the truck 
wagon any day of the year, fruit that 
don’t even need cooking. ‘he dinner will 
not be as good as an Iowa dinner after 
all. The meat and milk and cream are 
so inferior, neither food nor clothing is as 
good as our Iowa farmer's family, but they 
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know bow to rest and enjoy life. The 
hostess does not wor if her house is 
dusty, but takes her visitors to the beauti- 
ful parks or along the lovely highways 
and byways, even the railroad depot 
grounds are pretty there, 

If lowa people would only realize that 
we have the best agricultural state in the 
Union, that we are not having hard times 
now, but what we do lack is a cultivation of 
the beautiful and improve the surroundings 
of our homes, build beautiful parks with 
picnic tables, and improve our highways, 
Much of the beauty and comfort in Call- 
fornia which attracts thousands of trave!l- 
ers and millions of money was not natural 
but has been made by human taste and 
energy.—Mrs, Lena Coy before Fremont 
county, Iowa, Farmers Institute.

corated in marigold and golden rod. 
Another lovely trap was a May pole 
mounted by white doves; the flowers, 
calla lilles and smilax. Another tally- 
ho was drawn by eight white horses, 
the coach decorated with red gerani- 
ums and dusty miller. Eighteen young 
ladies wearing red dresses, their hair 
powdered, and carrying fern parasols 
trimmed with red geraniums, rode in 
this and looked very pretty.

Over 
four thousand calla lilies were used 
in the decoration of one fire wagon.

Blister Beetles. 
An Iowa correspondent writes us as 





to how to protect the beets, potatoes, 
and other ¢aruen stuff .rom the ravages 
the blister beetle. 

We wish we could tell her. The 
best we can do is to give the history 
of the blister beetle. 
kinds but the most common is the 
blister beetle which has three yellow 
stripes cn its wing-covers, while the 
other two common are of a 
Slate-black color. 

‘The female lays a large number 
eggs in a small cavity in the 
and from these hatch some smail, 
iong-legged larvae, wh:.ch run about 
searching for the pod-like masses of 
grasshoppers’ eggs, upon which they 
feed. As soon as the appetite of one 
of these little egg-hunters is ap- 
peased, he sheds his skin, and now be- 
ing surrounded by food and no longer 
needing his long legs for running, in 
this next stage of his existence the 
legs are very short and rudimentary, 
and he remains almost immobile while 
feeding upon the rest of the eggs.” 

It will be seen, therefore, that these 
beetles do about as much good as 
harm, if, in fact, they should not be 
listed as friends instead of foes. About 
the only thing we can do is to “shoo 
them off,’ and if this is not effective, 
grin and bear it.

Catalpa for Fence Posts. 


We have had very little 
inducing our readers 
sections of the country 
timber for their own use. If they live 
twenty years longer, or ten years, 
they will regret that they have not 
taken our advice. Especially in this 
true in sections like Nebraska and 
Kansas. We do not blame the man 
who is farming the cut-over timber 
land of Minnesota or the rolling sec- 
tions of Iowa or any other timber 
country for skipping these articles on 
the importance of growing timber, 
but the man who is living on the 
prairie and away from timber is cer- 
tainly standing in his own light if he 
does not grow his own timber. 

South of the main line of the North- 
western road in Illinois and Iowa and 
south of the Union Pacific road in 
Nebraska, we do not believe there is 
any tree that can be grown with 
greater profit than the catalpa provid- 
ed the catalpa speciosa, or hardy catal- 
pa, is chosen; provided further that it 
is planted on good corn land; that it 
is thoroughly cultivated the first three 
years as you would cultivate corn; 
that they are properly thinned out and 
trimmed up, and that the posts, when 
ready, are cut in August. 

Farmers in Kansas who began grow- 
atalpa twenty years ago in a 
way are getting three t mes a 
net rent their land as they 
could secure by growing any kind 
grain or grass. Hereto ore we have 
recommended planting the trees four 
teet by four feet, then cutting ont 
about the third year every other row, 
and about the fifth or sixth year every 
other tree in the rows remaining. 
The reason why we have recommend- 
ed this close culling is because it is 
cheaper to buy the trees and cut 
them out as directed than it is to cul- 
tivate the ground until the more 
thinly planted trees make a complete 
covering and kill out the weeds, thus 
rendering further cultivation unneces- 
sary Those who are now engaged in 
crowing catalpa adopt wider planting, 
making the rows eight feet apart and

of the men at the head of it, and not go 
home, feeling proud of the institution and 
filled with a greater enthusiasm for our 
own work, 

It is not always wise to publicly pro- 
claim that we have the best there is, and 
especially is this true of stockmen, but 
there are times and conditions when we 
are justified in so doing. When we have 
something that is upiversally recognized as 
being the best there is, it does not bring 
contempt upon us to make a statement of 
that fact, and it will be regarded as en 
thusiasm and not egotism that prompts us 


to do it. In this relation we want to 
speak, not of our stock as individuals, but 
of our own state of Lowa. Our swine men 
as a rule are a quiet set of men, but this 
does not lessen the love we have for our 
state, nor our pride because of the posi- 
tion it holds among our sister states. 
The enumeration of all the things in 
which our state stands at the head would 
make a long list, and while we would not 
forget any of them, there are a few in 
which we farmers and stockmen take a 
special pride. Iowa is the leading corn 
state; she leads in the value of her cattle, 
and stands second only to the state of 
rexas in the number of her cattle. At the 
last report she had almost 10,000,000 head 
of hogs, leajling any of the other states by 
about 4,000,000 head, and while we would 
not say it, we swine men can think ft, 
that some of the very best animals known 


to the Dreed can be found in this number. 
No other state in the Union has been able 
to send a James Wilson into the cabinet; 
no other state has an Ames Agricultural 
College, and no other state has a Beard- 
shear nor a Curtiss. May we all love the 
business in which we are engaged; may we 
be proud of our state, and may we nhever 
dishonor nor forsake either one. 


Between the papers on the program 
music was rendered by Julius T. Lum- 
bard of Omaha, whose singing has 
been a pleasurable feature at many 
public meetings in Iowa during the 
past twenty years.

The closing paper of the afternoon 
was by Mr. D. L. Howard on Heredi- 
tary Precautions. Mr. Howard’s paper 
was well received and contained many 
valuable thoughts. In closing he said: 


“We are not accountable for our own 
birth or for the environments of our 
birth, but we are accountable for the 


birth of our domestic animals and the 
surroundings that go to aid their de- 
veloprnent, and we owe it to ourselves 
and our children that the increase in 
value of our domestic animals should 
keep pace with the rapidly improving 
methods of farming and all other busi- 
ness enterprises.” Mr. Howard’s 
paper was a long one and while we 
are unable to print it in full in this 
issue, we will give our readers the 
full benefit of it in some future issue 
of the Farmer.

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The Besetting Sin of the Dairy 
Farmer. 

The apostle Paul had a good deal 
to say in his time about “the sin 
which doth so easily beset us;” in 
other words, the necessity of guard- 
ing carefully the weak places in our 
character. Men in different lines of 
business have their besetting sins, and 
one of the besetting sins of the dairy- 
man is the disposition to use inferior 
bulls in his dairy herd. The other 
day, while looking over a book on 
ir.so agriculture by Hely Dutton, pub- 
lished in 15802, just one hundred years 
agv, We Caille aclOss Lius palaglapu: 

“Une ot the causes o. the deficiency, 
Oc both quantity auu quality, may ve 
in some measure 1mpuced LO Lhe very 
great carelessness O: :armers, dairy- 
inen, and even gentlemen, in the cnoice 
G. tneir bulis; those in general we 
see With dairymen, are the most 
wretched unruly animals that can be 
conce.ved; tew look iurther thau the 
goodness ot the cow, and stili Llewer 
ever Once imagile tne bull nas auy 
influence On the quantity or quality 
oO. the milk or butter.” 

In this line the average dairyman 
has not made much progress in tue 
ijast One hundreu years and tue ue- 
Scriptuon given by this Old observer 
quite accurately into the dairy 
practice Oi today. NOW, as tnen, lew 
100K turther than the goodness oOo: tne 
cow, While still 1.ewer ever once im- 
agine the bull has any influence on ihe 
quantity Or quality of the milk or 
butter. In fact, the average dairymen 
near the cities, aud we .ear a number 
of creamery patrous, are quite satisfied 
With anything tuat will beget a cali 


hts 


provided only it is cheap in price or 
the service can be had ior iittie or 
nothing. SO Lar as We have observed, 


the dairymen around Ves Moines are 
mostly satisfied with scrub bulls, or 
if they buy a thoroughbred bull it is 
One that is oft color, or has badly 
shaped horns, or tor sOme reason will 
not sell to the breeder or to the farm- 


er who has beet production in view 
as h.s main object. 
We would not advise creamery 


patrons nor dairymen who are suppiy- 
ing miik to cities to bid ov bulls ata 
Pubviic sale with the same object which 
controis the breeder or the :armer who 
has beer production mainly in view. 
We would not advise him to pay very 


much attention to tancy straims ox 
blood. We would not advise him to 
b.d high prices for Cruickshank or 


other Scotch bred cattle tor the rea- 
son that these have been bred with a 
view to beef production. Certainly, 
however, our dairy tarmers and cream- 
ery patrons can not afford to use any 
sort of scrub bull because it is cheap. 

There are, however, great numbers 
of bulls offered at public and private 
sales tracing to the old-fashioned 
American sorts for which the dairy- 
man can afford to pay as high prices as 
can the breeder or tarmer, provided al- 
ways that the dam and granddams 
show good milking qualities. Where 
a dairyman is giving his especial ut- 
tention to butter production and cares 
littie for beef, he should avoid alto- 
gether all the beef breeds. He will 
certainly greatly injure, if nor ruin, 
his dairy herd if he introduces that 
blood. He should confine himself to 
the dairy breeds and should buy in 
these breeds only those whose dams 
and granddams show the qualities that 
he desires to perpetuate in his herd. 


There are weeds in all breeds, and even 


in the best lines of all breeds; there- 
fore, he should buy with judgment. 

Where, however, he expects a fair 
amount of good beef qualities and 
good milking qualities, he should not 
hesitate to pay good prices for Short- 
horns of the milking type, Brown 
Swiss, or for Red Polls, and when any 
of these can be obtained he is cer- 
tainly very foolish to invest anything 
in an animal with no particular indi- 
vidual merit and no milking blood be- 
hind it. 

The dairy farmer has another beset- 
ting sin, in which, however, he does 
not differ from the average farmer, 
and that is to undervalue tested 
blood. By this we mean that he is 
continually buying young bulls whose 
merit has never been tested in pre- 
ference to aged bulls that have a 
reputation, if not a record, for beget- 
ting heifers of high milking quality.

In every neighborhood you will find 
some strains of cattle that have very 
pronounced milking qualities. You 
will nearly always find that these are 
the progeny of some bull which per- 
haps was in service on a farm for two 
or three years, some times long enough 
to prove his good qualities and at 
any 
of his heifers had opportunity to show 
the blood that was in them. If we 
were patronizing a creamery and 
wished to buy a bull, we would first 
ascertain whether any aged bulls in 
the neighborhood had proved their ca- 
pacity to produce first-class milkers. 
If we could find one of this kind, we 
would buy him and pay twice as 
much as we would for any untried 
bull, no matter what his pedigree was. 


They can rest assured that good 
milking qualities are not transmitted 
by the dam alone. The sire has as 
much to do with that as the dam. if 
not more. He again inherits from his 
dam and through his granddams, and 
a tested bull whose female progeny 
proves themselves uniformly good 
milkers is high priced in any neigh- 





borhood of creamery patrons, it is 
quite absurd for the farmer, whether 
he is a dairyman or not, to buy young 
bulls, keep them two years, or three 
at most, and then sell them before he 
has any opportunity of knowing their 
value as producers of dairy cows.
